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Mandela's wife predicts tragic 


times for South Africa 


‘WASHINGTON -(UPI) - 
Winnie Mandela, the “ban- 
ned” wife of imprisoned black 
nationalist leader Nelson Man- 
dela, said she forsees “‘tragic 
times” ahead for South Africa 
unless the white minority gov- 
ernment abolishes Apartheid. 

She also accuses the gov- 
ernment of ‘closing the 
chapter of negotiations” by 
refusing to release her hus- 
band and other jailed mem- 
bers of the banned African 
National Congress, which is 
fighting to end white-minority 
rule in South Africa. 


“Ym afraid one can only 
tragic times 
ahead of us if the government 
is not prepared to dismantle 


Apartheid,” she said in an 
A.B.C. television interview 
here. 


‘Mrs. Mandela violated her 
status under South African 
law as a “‘banned” person to 
speak with interviewer Ted 
Koppel. Classified as ‘“ban- 
ned,” she is not allowed to be 
photographed in 
the press, is restricted to her 

home from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m., 
and is not allowed to speak to

The violence occurred a day 
after Magistrates in Port Eli- 
zabeth and the capital of Pre- 
toria banned all gatherings to 
commemorate the 1960 
Sharpeville Massacre of 69 
blacks. 


“This is what. our leaders 
went to prison for,” she said. 
“This confirms what we've 
been saying all along: In this 
government, there have been 
no changes whatsoever.”

‘Americans are living longer 
than ever and the racial gap 
in life expectancy is closing 
but black infants still die at 
far higher rates than whites, 
the government’s annual health 
report said on the weekend. 

Health and Human Services 
Secretary Margaret Heckler, 
who released the report, wrote 
in its preface: ‘‘Progress is the 
word that best defines and de- 
scribes the health status of the 
|American people. 

“It is clear from the basic 
health yardsticks that the 
United States is moving in the 
right health direction: Both 
men and women are living 
longer; infant mortality con- 
tinues its decline,” she said. 

The report, “Health United 
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Report shows Americans 
are living longer 


States, 1984,” said life expec- 
tancy.is at a record—74.7 years 
for an American born in. 1983. 

“Most recent increases: in life 
expectancy come because of 
gains in the middle and older 
years, Americans who turned 
65 in 1983 could expect to 
live another 16.8 years, the re- 
port said, 


Women still have a life ex- 


pectancy advantage over men— 
78.3 years vs. 71 years for a 
baby born in 1983—Hhut the 
gap. has narrowed since the 
mid-1970s, 

Whites still live longer than 
blacks—75.2 years vs. 69.6 
years—but “that racial gap is 
narrowing,” the report said. 
‘Since 1970, blacks, gained 5.5 
years of life expectancy, com- 
pared with 3.5 3.5 years | for whites.

The second hearing aid was 
spotted for the first time in 
public. at a White House din- 
ner recently and described to- 
day as needed only to balance 
the improvement in his right 
ear and not to correct defi- 
ciencies in the left. 


“The hearing loss in the 
President’s left ear is mini- 
mal,” says Dr. Howard House, 
an ear specialist of Los An- 
geles. “But if you’re hearing 
better in one. ear than the 
other then it is- necessary to 
try to create a balance.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
former Director of El Salva- 
dor’s Intelligence Agency says 
the C.I.A, had advance knowl- 
edge of killings planned by 
military ‘Death Squads” in 
the Central American nation. 


Colonel Roberto Santivanez 
appeared at a news conference 
here today where part of a film 
interview was shown in which 
he makes the accusations. He 
charges that the “Death 
Squads” had direct links to the 
most senior Salvador military 
officers who actually helped 
prepare “‘target lists.” 


_ Before fleeing the country 
in 1979, Santivanez was head 
of El Salvador’s Intelligence 
Agency and a senior official 
in the armed forces, He says 
he received some C.I.A. train- 
ing.
